STATE ORDERS RESTAURANTS 
TO PAY MININUN WAGE 


By PAULK-. HUI 


Are restaurant workers in China- 
town and elsewhere overworked 
and Underpaid2? This question may 
best be answered by those who 
sign paychecks and those who get 
them. But the government seems 
to give the employee the benefit of 
the doubt. 

Since March 4，1974，when the 
California State Industrial Welfare 
Commission's minimum wage 
order went into effect, all employ- 
ees are guaranteed a minimum 
wage of $2 for every hour of work. 
Before March 4， the minimum 
hourly wage guaranteed by law 
was$1.65 in California. 

The-Division of Industrial Wel- 
fare of the State Department of In- 
dustrial Relations is responsible 
for enforcing this new law. Acceord- 
ing to 也 dward Tehakalian, an offi- 
cial in the division，his agency 
handles complaints“that come inr 
from all industries，or that are 
directed against individual indus- 
tries.”Tcehakalian said that since 
the new law took effect in March 
employee complaints statewide 
have registered a 30 per cent jump 
in one month. .

RESTAURANT WAGES 

The Chinatown restaurants are 
next in line for scrutiny. Al Chan， 
president of the Chinatown Chi- 
nese Restaurants Association (CC- 
BRA), said the new minimum wage 
rule is costing restaurants a“sub- 
stantial” amount in salary pay- 
ments. About 50 restaurants in 
Chinatown belong to the CCRA. 

Recently, representatives of the 
CCRA met with Techakalian to dis- 
cuss the impacet of the new mini- 
mum wage law. Tcehakalian said he 
explained to the restaurant man- 
agement“what the new regulation 
consists of . . . how it affects the 
employee.”

To illustrate how the law appjlies 
to the restaurants，Tchakalian 
gave the following example: 
During a semi-monthly period，a 
restaurant worker (who happens 
to be a waiter in thbis case) works 
for 13 days at nine hours per day-. 
Before March 4，1974，he would 
have received $100 and meals from 
the employer and $100 in gratui- 
ties or tips for 117 working hours. 

The hourly wage paid then is 85 
cents. Techakalian expiained, “He 
was not making $1.65 perhour be- 
cause he was not covered”by the 
$1.65-per-hour standard meant to 
protect women and minors only. 
Since there wasnt a minimum 
hourly wage guarantee for men， 
there was no violation of the law 
Under this particular situation，he 
Said. 

After March 4,， 1974, the waiter 
in question is affected by the mini- 
mum hourly rate. Given the same 
set of working hours, the man's in- 
come is increased because of the 
higher minimum wage require- 
ment. He receives $234 ($2 x 117 
hours) in wages fom his employer 
and the amount he gets in gratui-

As a result, few would 
openly complain about working conditions, Wages and bene- 
fits, and employer-employee relations， 

Unlike workers of other communities，Chlinatown WorkK- 
ers have not been effectively organlized. Due to the long hils- 
tory of labor Unions” bias and discrimination against the 
Chinese and other minorities, Chinatown residents still have 
many'reservations about joining established unlions. Because 
of thils lack of internal coheslon and external linkage with

(3) People nationwide are calling 
for non-inflationary，low-cost util- 
ity service to be made available to 
every household. Families，old 
people and those with fixed income 
will stand to benefit. 

(4) The power of control should 
be returned to the public in the 
form of perhaps a city-managed 
utility service. 

(5) When the prices of fuel oil 
and gas increase,，PG& 了 E，in turn， 
raises the utility rates, putting the 
burden of increased expenses on to 
the_ consumer。 And customarily， 
the government approves of such 
rate hikes. 

As Self-Help sees it, recourse to 
stopping the rate hikes lies in com- 
vincing PG&BE stockholders to 
vote for the welfare and need of 
the people. Self-Help calls for the 
public to work closer together in 
opposition to the rate increase.

practices. On April 18，a $186,000: 


grant requested by the School was 
rejected by the National Institute of 
Mental Heath (NIMH), after a com- 
plaint of discrimination was fled by 
the Asian Coalition on Social Train- 
ing (ACST). 

SSW was advised that it has until 
today to resubmit a rewritten pro- 
posal that meets with demands of 
Asian' students and includes input 
位 om Asian-American communities， 
让 it is to receive any funding. 

The NIMH decision, according to 
ACST member Janet Dere，“'is a vic- 
tory in the sense that we now have 
leverage. The Asian American com- 
ponent is inadequate. Social work- 
ers in both San Francisco and Oak- 
land Chinatowns have said they 
don't feel they're being adequately 
trained to work in their communi- 
ties.” 

ACST specifically charged SSW 
with continued violation of accredi- 
tation standards regarding“cultural 
diversity,” as set forth by the Coun- 
cil on Social Work Education 
(CSWE)，which last year placed the 
School on probation for failing to 
meet the standards. 


ACST CHARGES 

ACST, composed of students and 
cominunity=workers，also charged 
that，in its long history，SSW has 
never hired an Asian American to a 
tenured or full-time position，de- 
Spite the large Asian American 
population in the Bay Area，The 
group wants an Asian American to 
fl a currently open bost of associate

professorship, as had been allegedly 
promised earlier by Dean Milton 
Cherin of SSW. 

The School, ACST continued, has 
never developed Asian-American 
field work -placements Of courses 
“dealing with the unique mneeds of 
the community,” such as mental 
health needs，Pproblems of immi- 
grants，family structures，and re- 
search in Asian meenn comimmu- 
nities，etc， 

Dean Cherin has proposed a 
committee of students and faculty to 
start discussions on revising the pro- 
posal. According to Dere，however， 
whenm ACST _ members met with 
Cherin, “he rejected our offer to 
work on his committee since he 
would not agree to open-ended 
negotiations on our nine demands 
related to relevant curriculum and 
faculty hiring, So，we are at a stale- 
mate and stand to lose the money.” 

The NIMH grant would have pro- 
vided stipends for 30 students and 
salaries for four minority faculty 
positions. 

Administrative complaints on be- 
half of ACST have been submitted 
by the Asian Law Catucus，Inc. of 
Oakland to the Offce of Civil 
Rights, HEW, and CSWE, in addi- 
tionto NIMH. ACST is also mobili- 
zing Support from various campus 
and _ community groups.

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CHINESE WORKERS' FIGHT FOR A BETTER LIFE

Since the beginning of large- 
scale Chinese immigration to the 
United States _ during the 1850s， 
Chinese labor has been essential to 
the developing economy of the 
West. It comprised up to one- 
fourth of the working force of Cali- 
fornia and was found in numerous 
areaS. 

Chinese workmen predominated 
in woolen and jute mills and in the 
cigar， shoe and garment factories. 
They virtually monopolized the 
manufacturing of brooms and slip- 
pers. Their labor was considered a 
necessity for reclaiming the tule 
swWamps of the Sacramento-San 
Joaquin River Delta and for con- 
struction of the railroad network 
”to better exploit the vast riches of 

the West. 

In the countryside，the Chinese 
provided the pool of seasonal agri- 
cultural workers whose availabil- 
ity ensured the success of Califor- 
nia's budding agro-business. Ante- 
dating Pilipino field hands and 
-Mexican braceros,，Chinese har- 
vested hops，cotton，potatoes， 
fruits, vegetables and other varied 
products of Cajlifornia's bountiful 
agricultural wealth. Their skills 
enabled the start of the state's 
Sugar beet industry and celery 
farms， 

The durable Chinese laborers 

Were chosen towork in quartz and 
hydraulic mines. In other areas， 
they braved the perils of mercury 
poisoning in the cinnabar mines of 

Lake County，and in Los Angeles 

County they gathered asphalt

Thus by their sinews and their 
sweat，Chinese laborers laid the 
foundation by which was cereated 
the vast wealth of the West， espe- 
cially in California. 

They worked long hours under 
poor working conditions and were 
paid petty wages; but Chinese 
laborers were hardly docile servile 
creatures,，as they were carica- 
，tured in many antiChinese propa- 
ganda attacks, Over the years， 
they waged continuous struggles 
for better working conditions. 

The strike was one of the tacetics 
employed. One of the first record- 
ed Chinese walkouts in America 
occurred in San Francisco on June 
8, 1852, when laborers working on 
the granite Parrott building suc- 


cessfully struck for higher wages. . 


A better known strike which 
ended less happily occurred when 
3000 to 5000 Chinese stopped work 
on the Central Pacific railroad 
construction site in the rugged 
Sierra. They demanded higher 
wages, an 8- to 10-hour day, and a 
stop to the company overseers

”By the mid-1930s，some Chinese 
workers began to join American 
]abor unions. One of the first to 
open its doors to them was the 
Laundry Workers Union. Others 
to which the Chinese were admit- 
ted without discrimination includ- 
ed the Culinary and Miscellaneous 
Workers Union, the Apartment 
and Hotel Union, Elevator Union， 
National Union of Marine Cooks 
and Stewards, and Warehouse- 
men's Union. Most of these unions 
had jurisdiction over unskilled 
]abor. 

Chinese workers began to play 
increasingly active roles in the 
American workers' struggles of 
the 1930s. It is said that Chinese 
made their first appearance in an 
S.F， picket line during a water- 
front strike. In the 1937 hotel 
strike，Chinese pickets were fully 
Visible and very active. 

AFL craft unions however were 
slow in accepting the Chinese. The 
Butcehers Union is said to have ac- 
cepted Chinese members during 
the 1940s only because 让 wanted 
to minimize competition from Chi- 


hese markets. (Asian meat mar- 
kets had been on California AFI's 
”We dont patronize”lists since 
the early 1920s.) 

Other eraft unions including 
those of carpenters, plumbers and 
lelectricians remained closed to the 
Chinese for a long time，some 
finaHy yielding to open a crack in 
the 1950s. It was not until the 
1960s that Chinese taxi drivers 
were admitted to the Chauffeurs 
Union. Today, although unions are 
theoretically open to all ethnic 
groups，Chinese and，for that 
matter，minority membership in 
craft unions remains low.

value of working together to bet- 
ter the lot of the working man. 


The CWMAA was weakened 
when the Alaskan Packers AssocL 
ation moved its headquarters to 
Seattle during World War 工 . 
Many members also entered the 
armed forces. After the war，anti- 
Communist hysteria destroyed 
whatever chances the association 
had to recover its _ membership; 
and CWMAA finally closed its 
door in 1954. 


Based on the concept of an iden- 
tity of interests among all mem- 
bers of the working class regard- 
less of ethnic background,， CWM- 
AA was the first Chinese workers' 
organization to work actively and 
successfully with the American 
labor movement to achieve a com- 
mon goal, Their many links with 
CIO and AFL unions were ex- 
tremely useful in guiding Chinese 
into the mainstream of the Ameri- 
can ]abor movement. 


了 owever, it should be noted that 
theCWMAA improved Chinese 
Workers' conditions only by intro- 
ducing them to higher-paid jobs 
outside the community，beyond 
the confines of the ghetto. The as- 
Sociation could do little to improve 
the lot of those working within 
Chinatown. 


THe Doliar Store Factory Strmzke 


It is perhaps fitting that the first 
penetration of American organized 
labor into Chinatown occurred in 
the garment industry，the old 
battleground between employers 
and the Overall Workers Guild， 
and later the Unionist Guild. In the 
midst of the Great Depression, the 
National Dollar Stores was by far 
the largest and most Successful 
Chinese enterprise on the Pacific 
Coast. Its founder and chief stock- 


holder, Joe Shoong (导线 )，was 


one of the few truly wealthy U.S. 
Chinese，

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However，in the Dollar Store's 
factory at 720 Washington St., the 
largest in Chinatown, the workers 
were Unhappy with poor working 
conditions and low wages. They 
talked with the management. But 
perhaps _ because the owners be 
lieved that Chinese women woOrk 
ers will live up to their docile and| 
tractable image and thus will nolt 
take extreme measures, the work 
ers could not obtain 3a satisfactory 
resolution of their grievances. 

Eighty workers then organized 
tke Chinese Ladies Garment 
Workers' Union，which became af 
filiated with the International 
Ladiess Garment Workers”Union 
(ILGWU). Backed by their newly 
acquired organized strength，the 
workers conducted negotiations in 
earnest. However，weeks of fruit- 
less_ discussions followed，More- 
over, in the midst of the bargain- 
ing the Dollar Stores“sold”the 
factory to the factory foreman and 
the National Dollar Stores man- 
ager. 

Charging bad faith on the part of 
management，108 garment work- 
ers Walked out on strike February 
26, 1938. Picket lines elosed down 
the factory and National Dollar 
Store units in San Francisco. After 
three weeks of legal maneuvering， 
the court issued an injunction 
against picketing of the Dollar 
Store outlets; however，the gar- 
ment workers persevered in their 
picketing of the factory. 了 inally， 
after 105 days，the strikers won， 
ending the longest strike in U.S. 
Chinese labor history， 

In subsequent years the ILGCWTU 
unionized 50 to 55 Chinatown gar- 
ment shops. However, most work- 
ers in Chinatown remained non- 
union members.

Since the demise of the Chinese 
Workers Mutual Aid Association， 
there has not been any Strong 
workers' organization in China- 
town. Nor has the ILGWU been 
able to sustain the momentum 
generated by the 1938 strike. For 
almost two decades the Chinatown 
labor Scene has been quiet， 

In recent years，Unions have re- 
sumed attempts to organize work- 
ers in Chinatown. In 1968 the ILG- 
WU launched a drive to unionize 
all garment factories; 过 Succeeded 
in unionizing only one-third of 
them. It then led an attempt to ban 
garment Shops from Chinatowmn; 
this too failed and only succeeded 
in temporarily driving workers 
and owners closer together. 

The Teamsters have been more 
Successful，signing up more than 
30 produce outlets in 1969. None- 
theless， they appear unable to 
make further headway，failing to 
recruit workers in either the res:- 
taurants or the garment industry. 

The distrust that is generated in 
Chinese workers by organized 
labor's past history of racism has 
been an important factor in the 
unions failures to attract wide 
membership. That most union re- 
cruitment efforts come from out- 
Side the community is another key 
factor. Without the development 
of corresponding political aware- 
mness and active involvement by 
the rank and file, no recruiting ef 
forts can be successfu]. 

TIMES CHANGED 

Today，many Chinatown estab- 
lishments Still have substandard 
working_ conditions; however， 
times have changed. No longer 
does the Chinese' immigrant work- 
er consider himself a Sojourner

_hardships here so that he may 


realize his dream of returning to 
his native village and ending his 
days in comfort. 

Neither does he now have to 
enter the U.S. by fraudulent 
means, which in the past rendered 
him vulnerable to deportation, and 
thus seriously impaired the work- 
ers movement. There are now also 
more channels available to _ obtain 
redress for grievances. 

Indications are that a number of 
workers are now more awWare of 
their rights and are willing to 人 ight 
for better working conditions. 
There are now Some new China- 
town workers'” associations，al]- 
though as yet they are relatively 
ineffective. 

Within the last few years, China- 
town restaurant workers at Nam 
Yuen and Asia Garden have re- 
sorted to picketing，successfully， 
to gain their demands. Thus it ap- 
pears that Chinese workers，after 
almost two decades of silence，are 
once again learning through ex- 
perience the meaning of the slogan 
“In unity there is strength”and 
the near future may see positive 
developments in the Chinatowan 
workers' fight for a better life.

Conditions have not changed 
much since then. Monopoly capital- 
ism has replaced corporate capital- 
ism as the material condition with 
which to _ contend. Chinese immi- 
grants still arrive in the U.S. with 
hopes of attaining better living 
conditions, only to find themselves 
saddled with inadequate health 
care, housing and education. They 
work long hours for low wages in 
restaurants, garment factories and 
other service industries in and 
around overcrowded Chinese com- 
munities. Those seeking“outside” 
employment find themselves sub- 
jeceted to discrimination and land 
only low-paying，tedious jobs in 
American corporations，factories， 
installations and government 
agencies.“They continue to be 
used as a Surplus labor pool for the 
American economy, and are, there- 
fore，constantly threatened with 


unemployment.” 

Chinese women, traditionally re- 
quired to be subservient to men 
and to remain in the home, bearing 
and raising children, are compelled 
to seek work to assist in the sup- 
port of their families，They too 
must endure long hours under 
poor working conditions. - 

Chinese youth face language， 
cultural and racial barriers in the 


U.S，They attend public _ schools 


where the educational system is 


Very often inconsiderate of their 


backgrounds，jlearning problems 
and interests; and where they are 
usually “tracked” for ljow-level 
clerical, service or semi-skilled 
jobs in the economy. Many of them 
begin part-time work，usually in 
small family businesses，restau- 
rants or garment factories，For 
most“the only alternative to this 
pre-determined future is to be 
drafted or to enlist in the U.S. 
Armed Forces.” 

The anthology presents a Series 
of portraits designed to reflect 
such living conditions. With a sup- 
position that the existence of capi- 
talism precludes happiness among 
workers, the picture presented is a 
Very 和 leak one.

sketchy and superficial for the 
most part. Admittedly，a few of 
the first-person narrativVes are re- 
deeming in that they are able to 
evoke tangible, heartfelt anger 
and despair; they sound real. :

Others，however，seem divorced 
and indeed seem contrived simply 
to fit into prescribed conceptual 
Schemes. We are offered no in- 


.depth accounts of living, only side- 


ward glances into shallow particu- 
lars，apparently chosen because 
they are pertinent to the confes- 
sional.

figures are cited. Cliches concern- 
ing the depressed working condi- 
tions abound, duly, almost mechan- 
ically，recorded and fulfilled 一 the 
Chinaman does not dream, he does 
not laugh，he does not think; he 
merely suffers. The book is not 
only dry; it is almost unbecoming. 

It should be noted that the an- 
thology concerns mostly the plight 
of imnmigrants; perhaps, in spite of 
all its shortcomings, this is where 
the book salvages itself. There are 
grains of truth within its coOverSs; 
and perhaps，until disillusionment 
becomes enlightenment，Unity re- 
mains the on]y salvation.
